REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 5-11, and 13-16 are pending in the application. These claims 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as lacking the 
limitations of claims 3 and 1 1 which would provide proper antecedent basis for 
5 "the weighting vectors". The Examiner indicated that these claims would be 
allowable if amended to overcome this rejection. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject 
matter and for pointing out this deficiency in the previous amendment. 

Accordingly, Applicant has amended the independent claims to include 
1 0 the limitations of either claim 3 or 1 1 and cancelled claims 3 and 1 1 , as 
suggested by the Examiner, which places the application in a condition for 
allowance. In the event that issues remain with this application, the Examiner is 
invited to contact the undersigned representative to resolve them.
